York, Dec. 20— Chnstma-, a bundle of little one- '-unable fo- 


trees are pouring into New York to decoratne purposes, to ?K> fo. a In 


Majority of the Victims Negroes and 


the Exact Number of Dead May 
Never Be Known—Of the List of 
Passengers and Crew One-Half Are 
Missing. 


Vioksburg, 
Miss., Dec. 
20.—The 


steamer W. T. Scovell, plying in the 
Vicksburg and Davis Bend trade, 
was destroyed by a boiler explo- 
sion. 
On account 
of the large 


number of negroes on board it is im- 
possible to ascertain the actual num- 
ber of dead and injured, but officers 
of the boat who arrived here state 
that npt less than 10 nor more than 
16 were killed. The probabilities are 
that a like number were injured. 
The accident occurerd at Gold Duct 
Landing, about 17 miles south of 
Vicksburg. 
The Scovell was at the 


landing taking on freight when sud- 
denly a terrific explosion occurred, 
and the boat was blown practically to 
atoms. 
Many of the timbers were 


thrown hundreds of yards and some 
of those aboard were blown almost to 
splinters, and other parts of the boat 
were so badly damaged that she be- 
gan to sink immediately. \Vhen the 
Cordill left her she was listing heavily 
and her cargo of 1,000 sacks of cotton- 
seed and 85 bales of cotton will be 
lost. 


The story of the accident, as told by 


J. T. Bruce, the engineer of the boat, 
is as follows: "We were lying at the 
Gold Dust Landing taking on a cargo, 
when I noticed a small quantity of 
water oozing through the boiler. 1 
suspected that something was wrong 
and proceeded to make an examina- 
tion. About this time the Scovell 
broke her head line and drifted BO 
that I did not have time to make a 
thorough examination at that moment. 
As soon as I got her back to the bank 


crawled on top of the boiler and 


proceeded with the investigation. I 
had ius_t_«at down from the boiler 
when the explosion occurred. Tne 
catastrophe, I believe, was due to a 
defective boiler plate." 


The number of dead and injured ne- 


groes can not be stated at this time, 
but of a crew and passenger list of 
about oO, about half are missing. The 
nesrro dead wprp cared for at the 
place where the accident occurred, as 
were some of the injured. About five
